| Windem’s Little Silver Pian. | 
By Associated Press.] 

Wasninotom, Dec. 4.—In his annual 
report, Secretary of the Treasury, Win 
dom discusses the silver question at 
great length and makes the following 
recommendations in place of the var- 
ious proposed plans as to the increased 
or free coinage of silver dollars: The 
issue of Treasury notes against depos- 
‘ita of silver bullion at the market price 
‘ot silver Wen deposited, payable on 
demand ia, anch guantit of silver 
bullion as will equal in value, at e 
date of presentation, the number of 
dollars expressed on the face of the 
notes at the market price of silver, or 
in gold, at the option of the Govern- 
ment, or in silver dollars, at the op- 
tion of the holder, and the repeal of 
the compulsory features of the present 


His proposition is briefly this: To 
open the mints of the United States to 
the tree deposit of silver at the market 
value of the same, not to exceed $1! 
for 412.25 grains of standard sil. 
ver at the time of deposit, 
to be paid in Treasury notes ; said notes 
to be redeemable in the quantity of 
silver which could be purchased by 
the number of dollars expressed on 
the face of the notes at the time pre- 
sented for payment, or in gold, at the 
option of the Government, and to be 
receivable for customs, taxes and all 
public dpes, and, when so received, 
they may be reissued, and such noted, 
when held by any national banking 
association, shall be counted as part 
of its lawful reserve. The Secretary 
of the Treasury should have discretion- 
ary power to suspend temporarily the 
receipts of silver bullion for payment 
in notes when necessary to protect the 
Government against combinations 
formed for the purpose of giving an 
arbitrary and fictitious price to silver. 
If the price of silver should advance 
between the date of the issue of the 
note and its payment, the holder of the 
note would receive a less quantity 
of silver than he deposited, but 
the exact quantity which could be 
bought in the market with the num- 
ber of gold dollars called for by his 
note at the date of payment. If prices 
should decline he would receive more 
silver than he deposited, but the quan- 
tity which could be purchased with the 
number of gold dollars called for by 
his note at the time presented for pay- 
ment, Ihe advantage of retaining the | 
option t deem in gold is three fold: 
First, d would give additional credit to ) 
the notes; second, it would prevent the 
withdrawing and redepositing of silver 
for speculation; third, it would afford 
a convenient method of making change 
when the weight of silver bars does 
not correspond with the amount of the 
notes.”’

Perhaps more deaths occur 
from exposure at funerals than from bury- 
ing those who have died from contagious 
diseases. What is the general custom? The 
relatives and near friends feel that they 
must go to the cemetery in order to pay 
proper respect to the loved ones. Many 
‘imes they are old, feeble and frail in 
health. The weather is stormy or so cold 
that no one can be out of doors with com- 
tort, and yet the friends in most places 
must endure the exposure because it was 
the custom. Years ago it was the custom 
in many rural communities for the friends 
to waituntil they saw the grave filled up 
Fortunately this custom has passed away, 
and the dead are just as truly honored as 
before. When the weather is damp or dis- 
agreeable the male members only of the 
family should go to the cemetery, and only 
such of those as are well and rugged.

The present season, however, is por 
sufficiently advanced to warrant any 
gloomy outlook for the future in this 
respect, but on the contrary, a num- 
ber of weather wise prophets predict 
hard winter weather alter the holidays. 
It is to be hoped their predictions may 
prove correct and an abundance of 
moisture may be vouchsafed to us be- 
tween now and the ides of March—all 
alarmists, to the contrary. 

Nevadu has a bright future before 
her if ber citizens take hold with the 
old-time energy and enterprise and 
utilize the natural resources of 
her soil and mines of all known min- 
erals.

All six had an 
air of hopeless, spiritiess apathy that might 
well make any man's heart ache; and their 
worn, hollow faces, grimed with dust, 
black with flies and haggard from thirst 
and exhaustion, looked hdrdly human. In 
truth they micht well be worn out, for al‘ 
though the Shains that linked their ankles 
together were not very heavy, yet the labor 
of dragging them through that hot, prickly, 
ankie-deep sand (which rose up in stifling 
clouds at every step) must have been 
frightful.

Retreat of Niagara Falls.
